The merger, made 
on request of officials of the Port Deai-born institution when they 
found themselves in serious financial difficulties because of over- 
extension of credit, makes the Continental and Commercial the 
second largest bank in the country.

BOIES PENBO8E 


It has been said of the late Senator 


Boies Penrose tbat he was a psychological 
and political anachronism. "We should like 
to believe that this is true, and that with 
liis death we pass to a new order in our 
politics more in keeping with the spirit of 
the limes- and the convictions of the peo- 
ple. 
We know, however, that it is only 


partially true, for while Platt, Quay, Han- 
na, and now Penrose, are gone, their 
composite influence is still felt, and may 
as a matter of fact continue to shape the 
machinery of government for a long time 
to come. 


Mr. Penrose started life as a reformer, 


-well equipped for this service bj' educa- 
tion, position and affluence. 
He lasted 


through one short episode and then frank- 
ly espoused the cause of reaction, dying 
with a hatred of anything that even sug- 
gested change. Mr. Penrose doubtless 
has been misjudged by the public in many 
respects. 
All men possess certain quali- 


ties which attract others to them. Mr. 
Penrose was no exception, although it 
must be admitted he was more feared 
than loved. 
Still, he had' his good 


points in private life and the usual social 
and business morality. 


But his public life was that by which 


he must be measured, and that is not in- 
spiring. He was possibly the most open 
representative of special interests that 
ever sat in 'the United States senate. 
"Whet was meat for the great corporations, 
for b'ig business, for those who profited 
by governmental favoritism, was meat for 
the country. That was the span of his 
solicitude for the welfare of the people. 
He had but one rival as an apostle of high 
protection. Mr. Fordney of Michigan, and 
believed thiat the higher the tariff the bet- 
ter. 
He was for giving the "interests" 


anything they desired in the shape, of this 
concealed subsidy. As an exponent of 
machine politics he had few peers. Al- 
though never involved in scandal himself, 
he accepted corruption as a necessary evil 
of politics and would not permit anything 
to stand in the way of party victory. The 
protege, disciple and heir of Matthew 
Stanley Quay he ran true to form to the 
end of his life. 


No single act, no single piece of legis- 


lation, no single word to Ms countrymen, 
can be pointed to as & conspicuous public 
service, Mr. Penrose lived to manipulate 
the destinies of the Republican party and 
to serve the favor seeking interests. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was his best contempora- 
neous biographer, for he was the only 
man in the party who read the Penrose 
type from head to foot and who possessed 
the courage to dissect and classify it. 
Pennsylvania has lost two United States 
senators within a few months, both con- 
spicuous but neither distinguished by scr- 
, vice in that body for the benefit of the 
people. It is never a pleasant thing to 
epcak unkindly of the dead, and a fair 
critic of Mr. Penrose would not do so 
touching his private life and his person- 
ality, which as we have said had their 
good points. But uvpolitics and public 
life he represented a vicious system which 
seeks to exploit the people and undermines 
republican government, and for that he 
will have to be appraised at his true 
worth. 


WHAT WILL THE PRECEDENT BE? 


Senator Capper and five of his asso- 


ciates declare that they will vote against 
seating Ncwberry of Michigan unless he 
speaks in his own defense, and it is pos- 
sible that they may form a strong enough 
opposition to debar him from the senate. 
Newberry says he will stay at home and 
say nothing. The senate committee gives 
notice that it will stand by its report to 
seat Newberry. 


Newberry ought to be forced to say 


something. The least that Senator Capper 
and his colleagues aud the American peo- 
ple have the right to expect of Newberry 
is a clean cut statement. Seating New- 
berry is more than a Michigan issue: it 
concerns the principle of free and respon- 
sible government. 


The simplest way to destroy popular 


faith in the senate is to admit men to that 
body whose titles arc sullied with the 
taint of money. The Ncwberry case will 
serve as a precedent for years to come. If 
Mr. Newberry is seated it lays down the • 
bars to purchased seats in that body, and 
the use of money for corrupt purposes 
in elections. 
If the senate, however, 


wishes to uphold its honor and retain po- 
piilar confidence' in it, it e>au turn only to 
the other alternative, which is-to exclude 
Senator Newberry and set up the prin- 
ciple once and for all that the credentials 
of men who come to that great legislative 
tribunal must be clean. Anything Mr. 
Newberry might be able to say would, of 
course, be superfluous but it would at 
least put him in the attitude of trying to 
justify his title. If he has not the cour- 
age to defend his election, that is a confes- 
sion in itself of the charges assessed 
against him. 


IRISH PEOPLE RATIFYING THE 


TREATY 


Tn various cities in several counties of 


Ireland the people have held mass meet- 
ings and instructed thoir delegates in the 
dail cireann to vote for ratification of the 
dominion's treaty. \Vith the probable ob- 
ject of encouraging action of this kind, 
British Premier Lloyd George has issued 
a statement that no further concessions 
can be made and no new conference held. 
It is said, too, that the dail factions have 
found % basis of understanding for ap- 
proving the agreement. 


The probability is groat, therefore, that 


the British government will turn Ireland 
over to the provisional government of the 


opinion determining this matter will be 
forthcoming at an early date. 


It is to be hoped that Wisconsin's good 


roads program is to be augmented if any- 
thing rather than decreased. We could 
well afford as a state to build a thousand 
miles of concrete road cacli year for the 
next several years, and much more than 
that of gravel surfacing. The permanent 
highways being built are the best in- 
vestment we are making for the prosperity 
of Wisconsin and its people of any pub- 
lic expenditures. 
They are doing more 


for the farmer and the townsman alike 
than any other kind of public improve- 
ment. They arc placing Wisconsin in the 
forward rank of progressive states and 
from whatever standpoint we consider the 
matter our good roads appropriations are 
the chief factor in tho development of our 
industries aud our opportunities.

OUR GOOD ROADS PROGRAM 
Both in retrospect and in prospect 


those interested in the' road movement 
may feel cheerful at the breaking of the 
years 1921 and 1922. 
Looking back- 


ward, they T,vill note that the former year 
marks the greatest progress made in high- 
way improvement in 'the history of the 
state, and 1922 shows a program of un- 
usual magnitude. It is impossible at this 
time to predict anything definite for the 
year of 1923 on accoiuit of the somewhat 
complicated condition growing out of the 
failure of the last legislature to pass the 
usual highway appropriation bill. 


Looking backward in 1921, we find an 


unusual record in "Wisconsin in the fact 
that 98 per cent of the road jobs con- 
tracted for were completed during the 
season, a record that can hardly be 
•equaled by any other state. The total 
mileage of road improved was 3.605 at a 
cost of $20.220.000. 
Of this total 


2.227 miles were surfaced and on 1,378 
miles the operations were limited to grad- 
ing. The total mileage of concrete surfac- 
ing was 340. at a cost of $10,850,000; 
gravel 973 miles costing $4.020,000; 
macadam 62 miles $635.000 and miscel- 
laneous 
types 
229 
miles 
costing 


$804,000. 


An equally bright outlook faces us for 


1922. 
Although complete figures arc 


not available, they indicate a total expen- 
diture of about $19.500;000. The mile- 
age of concrete construction on next 
year's program is 426; gravel surfacing 
902; miscellaneous types 318. Jii addi- 
tion to that gang maintenance operations 
will run to over 1000 miles. "Waukcsha 
county will lead with a tot:il concrete 
mileage of 52; followed by Wood county 
with 48.75 miles of this type; Dodge 37 
miles; Pond clu Lac 36 miles; Brown 35 
miles; Walworth 32 miles; Jefferson 30 
miles; Racine and "Washington each 22 
miles; Rock 21 miles, "Winncbago and 
Milwaukee 20 miles; and a group of other 
counties 8 miles and less. 


The query will arise, what of the 1923 


program, in view of the fact that the legis- 
lature failed to pass the appropriation 
bill making funds available to meet the 
federal aid in the sum of $1.875,000, 
which has been allotted to "Wisconsin for 
1023, contingent upon the state match- 
ing it. The best judgment seems to be 
that under the state trunk highway act of 
1917. the automobile license fees may be 
used to meet this federal aid.

ARTHRITIS 


Arthritis was the title I intended to use for this 
talk. Then I changed »y mind because that seemed 
a little too showy, and decided to call it Joint In- 
flammation. Then I changed my mind because that 
didn't seem quite accurate, since I meant to discuss 
chronic rheumatism, which often has little about it 
that is inflammatory in the popular sense of the 
word, and then I happened to recall that there is no 
such condition as rheumatism, so I compromised on 
the tittle Arthritis, which is medical for joint in- 
flammation or rheumatiz. Sometimes I regret hav- 
ing abolished rheumatism, colds, catarrh, nervous 
breakdown and indigestion, for often these mislead- 
ing names help 'a doctor out of an embarrassing 
situation and soothe his^patients or readers too. 


Df. Ralph Pemberton, Philadelphia, having care- 


fully studied some 400 cases of chronic or long en- 
during joint trouble in an army hospital, draws 
some striking conclusions. I am reluctant to note 
that he attributes to exposure the "precipitating 
factor" in rather more than half of the cases, tho 
he carefully points out the chief or primary cause, 
bacterial infection, generally from some septic focus 
elsewhere in the body. Other "precipitating fac- 
tors" were such tangible conditions as influenza, 
typhoid fever, pneumonia, injury. 


As for exposure, it seemed that this hypothetical 


factor was seized on by Dr. Pemberton and his as- 
sociates in lieu of tangible factors in those cases 
in which no other apparent precipitating factor 
•was recognized. True, the soldiers had been sub 
jectcd to cruel exposure to cold, mud and wet, in 
France. But, after all, how very few of the men 
so exposed suffered arthritis or any other illness 
therefrom. 


Dr. Pemberton assumes—without scientific rea- 


son, 
however—that exposure to cold and wet im- 


pairs the circulation, particularly diminishes the 
blood supply to joints, and as a result of the dimin 
ished supply of blood, the disease takes on renewed 
activity. This is a very old theory which is plausible 
enough but has no scientific support. Furthermore, 
the opposite conception, namely that chilling of the 
body brings about a, congestion, say of the lungs 
that is an excess of blood or an increased blood 
supply to tho lungs and is therefore precipitating 
factor of pneumonia or some such infectious condi- 
tion; in fact the old time doctors believed that the 
chilling was the one and sufficient cause of pneu 
monia. 


The conception of diminished blood supply anc 


consequently 
dirninibhcd metabolism, 'diminishcc 


oxidation of the tissues in general and of the joint 
structures in particular, has taken a firm hold ol 
Dr. Pemberton's mind. He weighs all the methods 
of treatment which have given apparent benefit in 
chronic arthritis, and determines their -value by 
measuring their effect upon the local blood supply 
of the joint and upon the general and local meta 
holism. On this score—and here I step' gracef ulls 
over to Dr. Pemberton's support—he extols on 
remedy which many victims of chronic arthritis 
sa<?ly neglect, namely, exercise, because it increase: 
oxidation and everything.

It is not so much knowing how 


to smile as it Is to keep the propor- 
tion balanced. For it Is as equally 
uncharming to see the automatic, 
insincere smile that plays constant- 
ly on the faces ot some women 
urbo have misunderstood its true 
asset as it is to see the droll coun- 
tenances ot others who do not 
know how to smile. 


The secret of the charming smile 


lies in tb.3 spirit behind it. And un- 
less it bubbles from the heart, un- 
less the emotion of pleasure is Jruly 
aroused before its evidence may be 
expressed sincerely, the smile will 
not be genuine. 
. 
Perhaps next in importance is 
the mouth and teeth. They should 
be made as attractive as possible. 
And the foundation ot this result is 
immaculate cleanliness. 
The lips should be watched con- 
stantly to keep them smooth and 
lubricated. Sometimes a famlt in 
diet will cause those ugly, cracking 
lines that roughen the surface ot 
the lips. They not only destroy 
beauty but stifle the natural.Im- 
pulse to have the lips-roll back 
easily over flawless teeth in the 
true smile that charms. 
Cold cream should be applied 
nightly. The lip cream is left on 
all night, and in the morning only 
the excess that has not been ab- 
sorbed need be carefully wiped 
away. If this practice is followed 
faithfully you will find your lips 
sufficiently lubricated to move 
easily and gracefully and they will 
have lost their roughened surface. 
The gums, too, need attention.. 


Healthy gums are a light red in 
color. Sometimes, of course, the 
individual constitution alters this 
general rule, and one finds per- 
fectly healthy gums, in some in- 
stances, retaining a pinkish hue. 
But once the gums begin to lose 
their brightness and take on the 
whitish appearance it is long past 
time they received the attention 
nature is -demanding. 
The mouth ought to be rinsed 
every night before retiring, after 
the teeth have been thoroughly 
washed with a boraclc acid solu- 
tion. In this way the crevices that 
the toothbrush cannot reach will 
be cleansed. 
Examine carefully 


the guns around the base of your 


teeth from time to time. See that 
the reddish tissue clings tightly 
and retains its healthy color even 
to the edge. If you find those tell- 
tale white spots, or if the gums 
are soft 'and have a tendency to 
fall awa? tram the teeth even to a 
slight degree, I would suggest that 
you consult your dentist at once. 
Many women allow this stage to 
go by unnoticed until at last the 
damage has been done and the 
dentist to whom you go for treat* 
ment will tell you that pyorrhea 
has developed. Dentists claim that 
this insidious disease is the cause 
of the loss of tooth vitality. It is 
brought on by the incorrect clean- 
ing ot the teeth. Sometimes using 
too stiff a brush that breaks the 
gum tissue and opens the way to 
the original infection or a general 
condition ot the health may be re* 
sponsible. 


When cleaning the teeth daily 


they should be brushed gently in 
an up and down motion, never 
crosswise. It is best to moisten 
the brush" first, sprinkle a little 
powder or a length of paste along 
its surface and proceed to brush 
first the outside of the teelh. 
Then, .with a fresh application of 
the cleanser, the inside ot the teeth 
should always be brushed just as 
carefully. The mouth rinse is used 
finally and dental floss may be 
then employed to remove any ac- 
cumulations 
between the teeth 
that the brushing has failed to 
touch. 


Night and morning cleansing is 


the general rule. And the rule 
should be followed faithfully to 
obtain the reward of a charming 
smile. It is more disastrous to re- 
tire with soiled teeth than it is to 
neglect the morning mouth bath. 


QUESTION: 
Will you please 
publish a method to reduce the 
•upper part of my arms. The flesh 
seems flabby and I would like to 
be rid of it. 


ANSWER: Tour arms need ex- 
ercise. 
The symptoms you de- 


scribe would indicate that your cir- 
culation is poor at this part of the 
arm. Try raising tbe arms over- 
head and deep breathing before 
an open window every morning 
when you arise. Massage with a 
patting motion until the flesh 
shows pink. In a short time the 
tissues will tighten up and you will 
find that your arms are again shape* 
ly without having to actually re- 
move the flabby tissue you now 
consider superfluous. 


To Make a Batik Design 


T 


HE batik design for negligees, 
waists, handbags and many 
novelty creations has come 


to stav. Ever since the design in- 
novation was introduced by the 
artistic folks of Greenwich Village, 
•who in turn borrowed it trom its 
original Oriental source, women 
have gone in for batik to all its 
colorful glory. 


Now comes the good news that 


the batik design may be made at 
home with the simplest of ma- 
terials and utensils. It may give 
en Oiiental effect to e-ven the com- 
monest materials 


Batik is a very ancient art, first 


developed by tbe natives of Java, 
and it is perhaps the method tbe 
original designers used that is now 
being offered for home use because 
of its simplicity. 


The'parts of tbe material to be 


covered with the design are pro- 
tected by the application of hot 
wax It is well to cut the material 
before beginning so that the de- 
sign may be applied where it is 
most graceful. 
Usually, a batik 


design for a negligee has its cen- 
tral motif at the front of the waist 
and its flowing lines develop from 
this point. 
Take your stencil pattern and 


lay it on the material Buy pure 
wax ot the best quality and melt it 
by allowing it to boil on the stove. 
Keep the wax boiling while work- 
ing. The wax is applied to the 
apertures ot the stencil design with 
a stiff brush. Or, if you are timid 
about using this implement, which 
necessitates working very quickly, 
a pad may be made by tying 
cheesecloth over the point of a 
stiletto. Some people prefer to ap- 
ply the wax with a funnel-shaped 
tool used by confectioners for put- 
ting fancy frosting on cake«: 
A 


funnel must be secured in -which 
the flow ot wax can be controlled. 
When the wax has been applied to 
the surface of the design and be- 


come hard, remove the stencil pat- 
tern and dip the material into some 
good dye which does not have to be 
boiled. 


If you find that you cannot ob- 


tain the color you desire for your 
background in tbe cold water dyes, 
it will be possible to use the hot 
dye, provided you do not allow it& 
temperature to rise above 58 de- 
grees. 
Should the dye become 


warmer than this, the wax would 
melt and the design consequently 
would be spoiled. 


"When tbe material is the sftade 


desired renioie it from the dye, 
set the dye, following carefully the 
directions given on the individual 
package. 


Rinse the cloth several times in 


cold water to remove any "excess 
of the color that has not set and 
the garment is ready to have ita 
wax removed. 
This is done by 


steaming it carefully over boiling 
water. 
31 may be dipped directly 


once or tn-ice into the boiling water, 
taking c?re not to let the color por- 
tion around it be touched by the 
•water. 
The material should be ironed 


while still damp, and the negl'gee 
or blouse is ready to be made up. 
It is a good plan to experiment 


a little -with the batik effect on 
some common material before at- 
tempting the actual designing on a 
piece of expensive silk. Unbleached 
muslin has been made into delight- 
ful curtains for an odd window by 
using the batik design on its hordf-r. 
Tne design when complete showed 
th" cream .'hade of the original 
material, while the remainder ot 
the curtain boasted a r harming 
jade green color 
A bedspread 
likewise was designed of white 
muslin -with a background of sheil 
pink. 


Any variety of designs and color 
schemes may be originated when 
once tbe art of making the batik 
effect is perfected.

F the average housewife were 
asked whether she used more 
salt than she does sugar the 


chances are she would say "No " 


Yet statistics prove that a great- 


er amount ot salt is consumed than 
sugar. 
We u»ed to regard our- 


selves as a nation with a "sweet 
tooth." But tbe actual figures dis- 
close that for every 130 pounds of 
salt we use in the United States 
we use 108 pounds ot sugar. Last 
year the national sugar bowl held 
over five million tons of sugar, 
while the salt cellar shook forth 
over six million tons of salt. 
We figure only on the pinches 


of salt that are used on eggs, 
meats, potatoes, etc ; on sugar by 
the one or two lumps that go into 
our dully beverages. 
Desserts, ot 
course, take a great quantity of 
the number of pounds consumed 
weekly by the average household, 
and candy consumes a considerable 
amount ot it, too. 


On the other hand, there are the 
salted meats, the making of pickles, 
preparation of codfish, etc., that 
tend to add to the consumption ot 
the quantity of salt used, outside 
the dally pinches to the various 
dishes that each member of the 
family uses. 


'Historically the Bible refers to 


salt several times, t)Ut never one* 
to sugar. 
Some one has vouch- 


safed the fact that sugar was first 
known as such In 300 A. D. But 
salt has always been a used word. 
It comes originally from the Latin 
word meaning "salary." 


And that, no doubt, is where th» 
popular expression of a man being 
"worth bis salt" originated.
